are at least ten such parts and often 
many more. The operation of the 
engines is equally simple; they work on 
the two-stroke ‘cycle, so that there is an 
impulse for every revolution of the crank- 
shaft, There are no valves. whatever, the 
distribution of the gases boing effected by 
means of ports opened and aneed by the 
movement of the piston. The oil having 
been injected and ignited in combination 
with the air already compressed. in. the 
cylinder, as’ described above, rapid com: 
bustion take place. ‘This creates the pres- 
sure for the working stroke, which: con- 
tinue: until the piston passes and opens 
the exhaust port, permitting most of the 
exhaust gases to osrape to the. atmosphere. 
During this working stroke, .-air is 
simultaneously conipresscd on the under 
side of the .piston within the crank 
chamber, and immediately after the 
piston has passed the exhaust. port it un- 
covers the air port, allowing the com- 
pressed air to travel from the crank- 
chambor to the. cylinder. . At this port the 
piston is moving comparatively, slowly 
and the incoming air sweeps out most of 
the residue of exhaust gases through the 
exhaust. port and fills the cylinder with 
telatively pure pir in readiness for the 
following compression stroke. With cer- 
tain oils it is found necessary to inject a 
little water into the cylinder along with 
the air, in order to assist the internal 
cooling of the cylinder and to prevent the 
excessive deposition of carbon. 


For starting the engine, the bulb on the 
cylinder head is heated for a few minutes 
by means of a blow lamp. Speed regula- 
tion is generally effected by means of a 
governor in combination with a variable

Owing to their: simple construction, 
they can be built at a cost something like

them serious rivals of the small stationary 
gas and cil engines at present in the 
market, at any rate up to those powers 
for which it is worth while to install 
suetion gas plant.. They are suitable for 
any commorcia!l purpose, and in marine 
work they supply an excellent. form of 
power ‘for the small sizes of craft, such

ing over in Hongkong to interview Mr. 
Btcavenson, of Deacon, Looker | 
Deacon, who had spent three months in 
Batavia in connection with ao Nij} 
case. Mr. Steavenson said. Mr. 

‘would be back from Shanghai ony :day 
and his consent ‘would be needed’ if ho 
waa to give evidence, After. several 


days’ delay I proceeded back to Shang: 


hai hoping to find Mr. Looker there, but 
discovered we had crossed one another. 


“Nijhuis, however, subsequontly prevent- 


ed Mr. Steavenson giving evidence: by the 
simple process of writing the firm a letter 
informing them that he was going to 
bring an action against the Hongkong 
syndicate. Eventually, to cut a long 
story short, you know how after a trial 
lasting twelve days I got o full and 
satisfying judgment. The judgment in 
itself resulted in various necessary de- 
lays, which I’ wag. compelled to wait. in 
Shanghai to attend to, meantime Nijhuis 
had proceeded to Hongkong and. com- 
meneed a. long series of proceedings not 
only against me, but againat. Craig & 
Co., Ltd., others and the Siak Company. 
Ag soon as I could I proceeded to Hong- 
kong and alter a strenuous struggle, with 
the exception of the petition which was 
in open Court, all in Chambors, I sue- 
ceeded in placing myself in a position to 
get o warrant out for his arrest for ‘my 


taxed costs, only to find that the bird 


had flown and’ his whereabouts are as 
for ap I am concerned unknown.
